In both thc^e cases it has been held that the Industrial

I. D. Act, caunot deal with question arising out ot closure iiidui mg 
the ours ion of compensation tor termination ot service on bona tide 
closure ef business. It is also well settled by the styeral dccisuni 
ot the Supreme Court namely Banars Ice Factory Ltd. V s. 
workmen 1957 I LLJ 253, Pipratch Sugar iMills 
Prashad and Shiva Shankar Shukla V/s. A. D. Divcilar 1957 I J 

243. 


In 1972 (I) LLJ 231 the Si^preme Court has laid down 

that the claim which can be the subject m tter ot the industrial 
dispute requiring the referennee under section 10 cannon be 
adjudicated upi n by a section 33 C (2) Couit. Hence such 
employees will not fall even in the inclusive part ol the detini ion 
of workman and would after the closure of tiie establishment no 
longer be workman. Hence they would not be entitled even to 
invoke the jurisdiction ot the section 33-C i2^ Court. 

These authoritative pronouncements of the Supreme Court 
and various High Courts create a anomalous position but this is 
the law which one has to follow for the moment and l am cons- 
traiiied to hold that the present petition is not maintainable tor 

the reasons given above. 
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Before parting with these cases I find it expedient to rema k 
by way of obiter that the petitioners in this case are highly 
unfortunate. Tne Government on the one hand has nationalised 
the business in which they were earning their livelihood and on 
the other it has not provided any alternate means of subsistence 
for them. I have not come across a single case in wh ch the 
Governmen upon nationalization may not have provided an 
alternate airangement for subsistence tor the {.eople who becc me 
jobless in consequence of such nationaliza*ion. in the present 
case the Governiiient has no doubt accommodated the buses which 
were plying oo this route but it has lost sight of the tact that 
apart iiom bus owners there were some other people engaged in 
this line who were sitting on the tables and doing administrative 
j-^b. The equity and th-* principles of the natural ju'tice and 
fsirplav demanded that the Government ought to have considered 
their cases also. 

The net rcfult is that these petitions failed. Copy of this 
order be forwarded to the appropriate Government for further 
necessary action at their end-
